do think it our Duty, both as Engliſhmen and as Chriſtians, to endea- 
vour what in us lies, the healing of the preſent Diſtempers of the 
Nation, and the putting an end to our lamentable Diſtractions in 
Church and State ;' by reſtoring and eſtabliſhing all things for the 
benefit of ourſelves and our Poſterity, upon the only ſure and laſting 
Foundation of Truth and Righteoulneſs, without Reſpect to any Per- 
ſons or Parties whatſoever, but only to the Glory of God, and to 
the general Welfare and Eaſe of all the States of this Realm. And 
therefore foraſmuch as it is evident to all Men, that the Publick 
Peace and Happineſs cannot be preſerved in any State or Kingdom, 
where the Laws, Liberties and Cuſtoms, eſtabliſh'd by the rightful 
and lawful Authority in it are openly tranſgreſled, ſuſpended and 
annulled; and more eſpecially where a conſiderable Part of the Na- 
tives are illegally grieved, haraſſed and oppreſſed, and deprived of 
the Protection, which is due to them from the Sovereign: We look 
upon ourſelves as indifpenſably bound, by all proper Ways and 
Means, to maintain, and defend the eſtabliſt'd Laws, Liberties and 
Cuſtoms, of our Country, both Civil and Religious, againſt all In- 
vaſions, Uſurpations and Pretenſions whatſoever. 

Now whereas this Kingdom hath been miſerably Rent and Torn 
for many Years paſt, by the unhappy Diſputes betwixt Hereditary 
and Parliamentary 5 and the Conſciences of People were much 

itles being put up, as heretofore during the 
Difſenſion of the Houles of York and Lancaſter, and the ſeveral Rea- 
ſons or Claims of Allegiance to the preſent Powers, being very difs 
ferent, if not alſo contrary to each other, and that of the moſt emi-

And whereas the laid George Lewis Elector of Brunſwick did ac- 
cept the lame accordingly by virtue of the ſaid Acts, with all the Li- 
Mtatiuus ana Reſtrictions thercunto annexed, at the demand of the 
Fee States of thele Realms x fur which end he allo ſcrupled, not 


tor ihe better qualifying himſelf to change his Religion, ſo ſoon as 


he airived here, aud outwardly to conform to the Church of Eng- 
land: The Perivn pietencing to be, and taking upon -Himlelf the 
Stile aud Title of King of England, by the Name of James III. as 
by. Hereditary Right, being tuen attainted and excluded (as hath

| Koya)) by levetal Acts made againſt Him, for ſecuring, as we were 
mae to belicve, ihe Nation, againſt the Fears of our Religion be- 
ing altered, ur our Libeities invaded : And whereas moreover there 
was a Pa lianem then fitting, from which it was generally expected 
by as many as had ſubmitied themſelves, that all Marteis would 
have ben eſtabliſhed to tlie entite Satisfaction both of King and

Neither is it unknown what a Conſpiracy was from the begin- 


ning unnatwally carried on by ſome at Home, in Conjun tion with, 


ſome Abroad, againft the Lives and P. operties of many of the Lords 
and Commons : And how ſome of the beſt Engliſh Blood was 16 de 
made the Cement of new Foreign Alliances. Whence as if they 


had no other way to fortify themſelves in their il-gotten Places and 


Wealth, and to divide the Spoils of their Fellow-Subjedts among 


them; theſe Traytors to the King and Kingdom had relolved to be- 


in their Adminiſtration with Axes and Halters: That ſo all honeſt 
en being either terrify'd or deſtroy'd, they might do whatever 
they pleaſe undiſturbed.

Yea Foteigners have been armed to cut 
our Throats, as in the Time of the Daues; and for this End bat on-

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it is undeniable that there never was any, ſuch bare-faced Attempt 
againſt the Liberty of Elections, in all the Reigns of the Kings 

and Queens of this Realm, whether Righttul or Pretended, no not 
even in the Uſurpation of Oliver himſelf ; who, tho' the Conſti- 


tution' of Parliament was then quite changed, and was modelled 


peas to the regnant Humour of the Faction, yet did never 
once prelume ſo much as to direct the Electors, whom he would 
have them to chooſe, or to take away from the People their inhe- 
rent Birthright to repreſent themſelves, by ſuch new and dangerous 
methods as theſe now practiſed contrary to the good ancient Cu- 
ſtoms, Privileges and lights of this Realm, and to the Peace and 


Safety of the ſame, by promoting Diſtinctions and Animoſities, and 


violently charging the Adminiſtration under the late Queen, and 


thereby the Queen herſelf, as well as her moſt faithful Miniſters aud 


Servants ; nor only many Perfons beſides of the beſt Quality and 
Character in the Nation unheard, and without rhe leaſt Proof, but 
even one halt at leaſt of the Common People with Crimes of the 
Higheſt nature, and ſuch as are made Capital by the preſent Laws. 
Neither were theſe evil Miniſters, who had thus groſly abuſed 
their Maſter, and mis-informed him as to Facts, content here; 
as fearing that this would not be enough of itſelf to biaſs the Ele- 
ctions of the then enſuing Parliament, whereby they might be ſe- 
cured in their new acquired Power: But they reſolved to proſecute 
by all manner of means, this their wicked Deſign of deſtroy ing the 
very Foundations of our Liberty ; and of introducing by the Sha- 
dow of a Parliament, inſtead of our good old Engliſh Conſtitution, 
an arbitrary and military Government, as bad certainly, if not 
worle than that of France, to avoid falling into which, we yet have 
ſpent ſo much Blood and Treaſure for thete Seven and Twenty Years 
laſt paſt, This now required many Months to effect, the Difficul- 
ties which they met with in making their Treaſon to bear, being 
found greater than they at fiiſt expected; and hence it was fo very 
late in the Year, before they could by all their Atts and Power al- 
ſemble a Parliament ro their mind, that is, ſuch as ſhould repreſent 
the Court rather than the People, and ſhould not be able to refuſe 
the many things, which they were willing to aſk, But whereas, 
after all that their Mavagement could do, the ſtubborn Honeſty of 
many of the Fieehoiders could not be prevailed on to fell their Coun- 
try, 10 ſactifice their old Engliſh Laws and Rights, and to gratity 
the Enemies to the Kingdom ; it was not poſlible to hinder a good 


number of Honeſt Gentlemen, Men of a true Engliſh Heart, and 


Worthy Patiiots from being return'd among the reſt to ſerve in 


Parliament: And therefore it was thought neceſſary. by them, ha- 


ving gain'd a Majority in the Houſe of Commone, after their own 


heart, as being nude up chiefly of their own Creatures, to intimi- 


date, if poſjjvie, the leſſer Number, io abridge them that Liberty 


of Specch, Which is eſſential to the Conſtitution of Parliaments, 


an without whichit is impoſſible that a King can be lightly. informed, 
or adviied, or that any evil Miniſter and Traitor to the King, 


while in Favour, can de diſcovered and called to an Account, ac- 


cording to the undoubted Privileges of the Commons of England, 
io debar tiiem of looking into, and exainining fuch Books and Let- 


tete, as Were in COULLE to be laid before the Whole Houle, that ace 
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general Reaſon and Nature of their being Elected and Commiſſiona- 
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cording to ancient Cuſtom every Member mig freely compare and 
judge of rhe fame, without the Help of other Peoples Eyes to ſee for 
them, by r pron a certain clole and ſecret Committee for that 
purpoſe, after the example of that famous Parliament in 1641, and 
whole Report, they within, as well as thoſe without-doors, were 
obliged implicitly to believe upon their Veracity, and authorizing 
them to extend e both over their own Members, 
and over other Free Men no wile ſubje& to them, after an Arbitrary, 
Tyrannical and unprecedented manner, expreſly contrary to the Law 
and Cuſtom of Parliaments, before the late rebellious Times, by cre- 
ating themſelves a Court of Judicature, with Power to cite, exa- 
mine and convict whomſoever they ſhould think fit to mark ou 
and even ſetting up an Inquiſition, by which the Life, Liberty a 
Pioperty of every Engliſh-man (as well as his Religion) is at fake, 
which new Inquiſition thus ſet up in a Proteſtant Country, and con- 
ſifting of One and Twenty Inquiſitors, we proteſt againſt as intirely 
Illegal, Unpailiamentary and Tyrannical; declaring that they nei- 
ther have, nor ever had, nor can have any Authority, by a pretend- 
ed Power derived to them from the Houle of Commons,or any other, 
of citing betore them, interrogating by Oath, and puniſhing by Im- 
riſonment or otherwiſe, any of the King's Leige Subjects, ſuch on- 
y excepted, as are at that time fitting Members of that Houle, 
and by the Authority of the whole Houle conjunctly: And that it 
is a Duty greatly incumbent on all the Members of that Honoura- 
ble Houſe to take care of the Liberties, Properties and Safety of the 
Perſons, whole Repreſentatives they are, and not to ſell, betray, or 
any-wile alienate the fame, or at leaſt without expreſs Leave firſt 
had of thoſe by whom they are ſent and conſtitured, Wherefore 
we cannot enough deteſt and abhor the Berrayers of their Country, 
who have acted lo notoriouſly contrary to their Tiuſt, by introdu- 
eing ſuch a New and Tyrannical Conſtitution, and have violated the 


red by us, who have acted ſo much againſt the Univerſal Bent of 
the Nation, have blown up the Coals of Diſſenſion and Diſcord a- 
mongſt them, that were before at Peace, have inflamed the whole 
Kingdom by their Proceedings, have ſtrained and wreſted the Laws 
for a pretended Publick Good, but indeed a Real Evil, have alie- 
nated the Minds of multitudes of People from the Affection they 
firft had for the King, whom they had choſen, and for his Family, 
and have done all that is poſlible in preparing Matters for a Civil 
War, in hopes that the Pretenders on both ſides being in the Con- 
teſt either ſlain, or ſentenced by another High Court of Juſtice, or 
otherwiſe, Abdicated for ever, they may ere& a Pyramid over the 
Ruins of Monarchy, and eftabliſh again a Common-wealth exactly 
after the Copy of that in 1649. In order to this, it was deem'd ex- 
edient to begin with thoſe, who were of known Monarchical 
rincipies, and Friends to the Church and the Univerſities, as iu 
the Caſe of Sir Villiam Whitlock and Sir William Wyndham doth ap- 
pear : And whither this would have went, had not the gallant and 
unexpected Stand, which was made thereupon by the Honeſt Gentle- 
men ot the Country Side, broken their Meaſures and intizely diſcon- 
certed them, eyen when they were confident of a complete Conqueſt, 
none can tell; upon which they found the convenient Neceſſiry of 
; oy | ; pur ging 
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uging the Houſe, and ſecluding from it as many as they did not 
Fike or as would not come into their Meaſures. This they would 
Have been glad to have done effectually, both by Ejectments of ſome, 
and Impeactinients of others, to the end this might ſuppreſs every 
thing within-doots, whence, they could but ſuſpect any future Oppo- 
fition to their Defigns. But God be praiſed, tho? they have gone a 
great way in turning out thoſe who have more Right to fit than 
many of themſelves, yet are there ſtill ſome left among them, who 
will not be brought to betray their King and Country, and others, 
who were miſled by them, do now, as we have reaſon to hope and 
believe, begin to relent and open their Eyes, by the Barbarities and 
Cruelties, Which they ſee daily exerciſed upon a (late) Free People, 
under a Form of -Ju ice, and for reaſon bf State. 
Now, whereas it is the undoubted Right and Privilege of us the 
People of this Realm, and was accordingly ſo acknowledged by 
theſe very Patricides, before they came themſelves to be in Power, 
that we are not bound to ſubmit to any Power, but what is Legal: 
And that there are ſtared Bounds of Parliamentary as well as of 
Regal Power, according to the known ancient Laws of the Land, 
- thiat the People may not be oppreſſed either by one or by the other; 
we therefore cenceive that we are not bound by any of their illegal 
Acts made, or heteafter to be made, they themſelves being the great 
Tranſgreſſors of the Law: And hereby claim and demand for our 
ſelves and for our Poſterity the Benefit of Magna Charta, of the Peti- 
tion of Right, and of the Habeas Corpus Act now invaded ; and if 
there be no other way for reſcuing 'our Country from their form'd 
Slavery and Oppreſlion, we reſolve againſt all falſe Traitors with our 
Lives and Treafure to defend rhat Right, which the Laws have given 
us, to the Deſtruction or Reduction of all theſe who have attempted, - » 
or ſhall attempt 10 invade or infringe the ſame. 
And whereas moreover there was an Act made 1mo Gul, & Mar. 
Declaring the Rights and Libeities of the Subject, and ſetling 
the Succeſhon; and another Act made 12m0 Gul, for the further Li- 
mitatien of the Crown, and better ſecuring the Rights and Liberties 
of the Subject, with other Laws and Statutes ſiuce confirming the 
fame; We do hereby alſo claim and demand the Benefit of all rheſe 
Laws, as being of undiſputed Authority to them at leaſt, and of all 
others made for ſecuring the Eſtabliſh'd Religion, and the ſaid Rights 
and Liberties of Engliſh-men, againſt all Invaſions and Ulurpations 
of any one whatſoever, Foreigner or Native. And we do, as we 
are in Duty bound, demand Tuſtice upon all ſuch Invaders and - 
Uſur of our Rights, and Bettayets of our Religion and Laus, 
which have been lately moſt inſiſted on by themſelves, and from 
which only they have their Power and Being, and do claim now an 
implicit Faith and Obedience from us who are Free- born, and 
whoſe undoubrted Right it is even by their own Conceſſions to aſſert 
and vindicate, wh Life and Limb, the Ancient Franchiſes of the 
Land, which every Engliſh-man, by being born in the Land, is 
born to, and which they have publickly and frequently ſaid not to 
be in the Power of any one, either to give or take away, 
And we do therefore accordingly claim, demand, and inſiſt upon 
alt and fingular the faid Franchiſes, Liberties and Rights, as the 
tadd particutarly ex2refſed inthe Petition of Right, aud in the Cla — 
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of Right made in the Convention of the States the Year 1688, when 
there was no King in England, upon the Acceptance whereof Villiam 
and Mary then Prince and Princeſs of Orange were declared King 
and Queen of England, France, and Ireland, and they were made a 
Parliament, whence all ſucceeding Parliaments and their Laws have 
derived their Being. And we do moreoverclaim, demand and in- 
liſt upon the Original Contract, Compact ayd Agreement made be- 
\ tween the late Princeſs Sophia, and the Heirs of her Body on one 
Side, and the good People of this Land on the other; and upon all 
Other our Legal Kights, which have been tranſmitted down to us 
by the hard Labour, Sweat and Blood of our Anceftors. | 

And whereas not only the Declargtlon, That it is not lawful upon 
any Pretence whatſoever to take Arms againſt the King hath been 
repealed, and even ſtigmatized at a. moſt {laviſh Poſition, and there- 
upon committed io the Flames, as tending directly to an intire Sub- 
verſion of this Preſent Settlement, and of the Foundations thereof: 
Bur it hath been likewiſe expreſly declared and enacted, that in 
certain Caſes the People of theſe Realms ſhall be, and ate abſolved of 
their Allegiance, and that a x may abdicate by ſeveral Ways, 
and his Throne become Vacant: We therefore think that we cannot 
adhere to the Principles of the Revolution, or be true to this very 
Conſtitution, as it is eſtabliſhed and bounded by ſeveral late Sta- 
tutes; ſhould we at this Time forbear to aſſert our Natural and Le- 

al Rights againſt all manner of Oppoſition, by ſuch Ways and 
Meuse as God ſnall enable us, and as our Duty ſhall require from us, 
when other more gentle ones being tried have proved ine ffectual, 
and have but made our Chains the heavier, | 

This we {ſhall endeavour to do without 7 had -· to the Diffe- 
rence of Patties, or of Diviſions in Religious atters, which hath 
been induftriouſly kept up by theſe wicked Conſpirators againſt 
their Country, thereby the more 5 to enſlave us all, both High 
and Low, both Churchmen and Diſſenters, their Deſign being ma- 
Sy laid to engage Engliſh Men, who ate all equatly concern'd 
to prelerve themlelves from Foreign Oppreſſion and Tyranny into 
mutual Quarellings : That ſo through their deep Underſtanding in 
the Art of governing by Parties, they may be able ro bring abour 
their Helliſn Devices, and to pour in ſuch a Foreign Force upon 
us under fair Pretexts, as may be able to cruſh us all in the End, 
according to clear and undoubted Precedents tor it. 

Aud therefore we have, conforming herein our ſelves to the Law 
and Uſage of this Nation, bound and aſſociated gur ſelves for the 
Defence of the Conſtitution of our Engliſh Government, for the re, 
dreſſing of Grievances and Diſorders both in Church and State, for 
the Advancement of our Holy Religion, and for the Amendment of 
this Realm, and bringing the matters now controverted by the con- 
tending Parties to ſuch a Settlement, that all may live eaſy and happy 
together under their Rightful and Lawful, Prince, and that an End 
may thereby be pur to all the unjuſt Violences, Depredations and 
Murthers, which have in a Couiſe of ſo many Years been committed 
to the High Diſhonour of Almighty God; upon whole Bleſſing for 
the Succels of this our Righteous Undertaking we ſtedfaſtly rely ; 
and our Hope is, that he will make the ſuſtice of our Cauſe appear 
as clear as the Sun, by turning the Way of the ungodly 2 r. 
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- Wherefore having this Confidence,” we have been moved to pub- 
liſh this Oug Declaration, that the Reaſons of our appearing at this 
Time with an Armed Force may be known unto all : And we do 
-hereby invite all Perſons whatloever, if they have but the leaft 


Remalus in them of ie true Englith Spirit, or of a Senſe of Juſtice © 


and Honour; yea, we do for their on Sakes conjure and require 
them, if they have any Diſccrnment of Right and Wrong, of Liberty 
and Slavery, of Truth and Falihood, to come and joy us in order 
to the Execmion of \thjs Deſign, that ſo thols: Miſeries and Calamt 
ties may be prevented, whietkate otherwiſe to be feared; And as 

We have no othetf Intentions, but the Secutity, Peace, Honour and 
Happineſs of our Native Country, by ſtorſig the Autient Con- 
ſtitution of this Kingdom, and tranſmitting to our Poſterity the beſt, 
Barrier for their Rigtits and Liberties: So we cannot but hope that 
dur Brave Engliſh Soldiers and Seamen, who ſee themlelves negle&ed 
and abuſed, and Germans and.
